tlie indictment is based, is a fine of 
|5,Q00 or imprisonment for 10 
years 
or both. 
The second count la based on 
seetion 37, the penalty for violation of 
wliich is a fine of $10,000 or two years 
in prison or both, 
llie third count is 
on the same seetion while the fourth 
eonnt is based on section 215. 
This 
statute provides a maximum penalty for 
v i o I a ^ r a N ^ fine of $1,000 or a prison 
sentence oTflve yenrs or both. 


In additiim to the fine and imprison- 
ment fixed for vxiolation of section 19. 
it also imrides that the offender shall 
moreover, be 
thereafter 
ineligible to 
any office, place of honor, profit or trust 
created by the constitution or laws of 
the United States. 


Neither of the three sections fixes a 
minimum, which permits 
a judge 
to 
make the punishment as lenient as he 
feels consistent with the offense.

The jury considering the case is com- 
posed of ten farmers, an insurance agent 
and a retail druggist. 
Ten of the jurors 
are democrats, one a republican and the 
twelfth is a progressive. All of the men 
show the effects of the four weeks of 
oonflnemeno to which they have 
been 
subjected on account of their duties. The 
men were quartered on the third floor 
of the federal building, but, under guard 
of two bailiffs, were>taken out to a res- 
taurant for their meals and for exerdse. 


The men, however, were not permitted 
to see the newspapers or receive any 
mail tmtil it had been passed upon by a 
censor and all matter relating to the 
trial clipped. 
Only on special requests 
were visitors 
permitted 
to meet the 
Jurors and then a bailiff hovered neaX; 
forbidding any mention of the trial. 


Sentences Next Monday. 


Judge Anderson announced that sen- 
tences would be pa8Be(^ on the twenty- 
seven who were tound guilty and tin;

next Monday morning at 10 o'clock. Tn

Steel has been in jail for some time, 
unable to give bond of $6,000 for an al- 
leged attempt to influence government 
witnesses. 


All of the defendants, many of whom 
were accompanied by relatives, took the 
verdict calmly and there was no dem- 
onstration of any sort.

Washington, April 6.—With the pub- 
lication today of its note in reply to 
the British government's order in coun- 
cil, 
proclaiming 
a 
virtual 
blockaiiu 
against commerce to

many, the American government rested 
its case.. Great Britain is how looked 
to to 
make the next 
move 
and her 
course is awaited with the keenest in- 
terest in official and diplomatic circles 
here. 


The note, though -couched in the most 
friendly language, denies the 
right 
of 
Great Britain and her allies to blockade 
neutral ports and reiterates thè inten 
tion of the United States to, insist upoii 
its rights. 
It declares that to admit 
that right "would be to assume an 1st- 
titude of unneutrality towand the'pres- 
e t 
enemies of " Great ' Britain, 
which 
would be obviously 
inconsistent 
with 
the solemn obligations of

inent in the present circumstances and 
for Great Britain to make such a. claim 
would bé for her to abandon and set at 
aught the principles for which she has 
consistently and earnestly contended in 
other times and circumstances."

of business and added 336,736 to tha 
population of the state already in " d r y ' 
territory. 


Anti-saloon leaders today were pre- 
dicting state-wide prohibition in Michi 
gan two years hence.

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Earnings of the Railroads. 


With the affairs of the railroads claiming unusual attention 
during the past year by reason of tho plea for advances on bot 
freight and passenger rates, a report on the net earnings of 
steam railroads, together with other statistics, just given out by the 
interstate commerce commission is of particular public interest. No 
class of industry comes so closely to the people, perhaps, as do the 
railroads, and in no other line of activity is thrift or depression so 
quickly radiated to involve general lines of business. 
There has 
been in many quarters a propunced belief that regulation has been 
pressed beyond the limit of justice, and the spirit of fairness has 
been recently asserting itself in behalf of the roads. 


Unfortunately the figures submitted do not involve the war 
period, for they are for the fiscal year ending June 30, last, but they 
are the most recent statistics available. We are told by the govern- 
tnent statisticians that the total net revenue of all steam lines in the 
United States for the fiscal year in question were $845,216,654. 
Operating revenues for the same period were $3,047,019,908, and 
operating expenses, $2,200,313,159, with a net deficit from outside 
operations of $1,490,095. 
The net corporate income was given 
$347,206,000. Operating revenues for the same period in 1913 were 
$3,125,135,798 with operating expenses of $2,169,968,924. 
The in- 
\restmeut of the roads to June 30, 1914, was $16,936,697,840, or $512,- 
838,326 more than on June 30, 1913. 
Of this increase about $330, 
D00,000 was for betterments and additions from cash or other work 
ing assets, and about $138,000,000 from issues of securities. 


There were 1,695,483 persons on the payrolls of the railroads at 
the end of last June, a decrease compared with the same day in 191i 
of 119,756 persons. The wages paid last year amounted to $1,373,- 
422,472. 


The par value of the outstanding securities of all the companies 
concerned amounted to $20,247,301,257, and dividends paid by all 
iteam roads, irrespective of revenues, amounted to $451,263,197, be 
Ing equal to 7.97 per cent, on dividend paying stock. 
On $3,019,- 
020,981 of stock no dividends were paid. 


The average rate of dividend on roads Avith $100,000 income 
was 5.20 per cent. There was an increase in dividends for the year 
of $82,656,870, which the commission reports was accounted for by 
bcreased dividends of the Union and Central Pacific companies. 


On June 30,1914, the railroads had a total mileage of 247,397.50 
or 7,522.65 miles more than the year previous. 
Of this increase 
2,995.24 was in yard tracks or sidings. The railroads carried 1,053,- 
138,718 passengers or 19,459,038 more than in 1^13, and carried 
1,976,138,155 tons of freight, a decrease of 81,897,332 tons in the 
year. 


That Fort Wayne should by all means provide a memorial 
statue in honor of General Henry W. Lawton as a recognition of 
the most distinguished soldier this city has ever given the nation, 
will be the universal verdict of those who pause to give the matter 
any thought whatever. 
But quite apart from legal obstacles that 
might possibly prevent it. The Sentinel does not believe the Wayne 
monument fund should be diverted from the purpose for which it 
WM raised. For years the people have been paying a small tax to 
provide this fund, Avhich noAv amounts to something like $14,000. 
Let it be expended for some suitable memorial to the pioneer fighter 
from which the city took its name. But then let us provide, by a 
iimilar tax or otherwise, a fund to do equal honor to the memory of 
Lawton. Fort Wayne owes it. The value of these memorials vast- 
ly transcends the mere attractiveness of decorative effect in a city. 
They preach a continuous though perhaps unconscious sermon of 
patriotiem and instill a ci-vnc pride in generations already here and 
those yet to follow.

A recent letter to the Sta.r from a 
Wabash county girl asking tile advice 
of its readers as to how a young woman 
of education and refinement, living on 
a farm, might find congenial companion- 
ship among men and women ha« receiv- 
ed numerous responses. It was a nat- 
ural, girlish question and may be pre- 
sumed to have been inspired by loneli- 
ness; but with one exception, the per- 
sons who have undertaken to advise her 
have wholly missed the point of her 
inquiry. 


Willi amuiing unanimity they have 
urged upon her the duty of going about 
'"doing good." of making a social and 
moral uplifter of herself to farm hands 
and other persons in her vicinity who, 
in her opinion, are in need of encour- 
agement and inspiration; of imparting 
the benefits of her education to others 
less enlightened. 


'The'most of these advisers appear to 
be elderly, but it is not disclosed that 
they are themselves systematically en- 
gaged in home missionary work or that 
they are urging upon their own daugh- 
ters the desirability of 
investigating 
the soul yearnings of the milkman, the 
grocer's lioy, the laundryman or other 
workmen who happen to come about the 
premises—this, 
even 
though 
their 
daughters may be lonely and hungr 
for companionship. 


It probably does not occur to them 
that their own daughters could possibly 
have such a problem as that the Wa 
bash county girl seta forth, yet it 
a very common one among young people 
men and girls alike. Youth longs for 
the society of youth of its own kind 
and does not always know how to get 
it. The difHculty presents itself often 
er in the countrj^ perhaps, but many 
a town girl encounters it, while in large 
cities societies are formed for the pur 
pose of making loneiy young boys aaid 
girls acquainted. 


As a matter of fact congenial com 
panionship for really fastidious folk is 
one of the rarest things in the world 
but joxmg people mast learn that by 
experience and it is not until life has 
taught them many things 
that 
they 
learn not to expect complete under 
standing and sympathy from any one 
friend, but to be satisfied with what 
each one gives and to ask no more. 
By experience they learn 
that 
they 
themselves are not the same to all their 
friends, sides of their 
nature 
being 
turned instinctively to one that anoilier 
does not know. 


But, meanwhile, they desire and seek 
companionship they can enjoy. 
It is 
a healthy, wholesome 
yearning 
and 
when they ask how they may gratify 
it, the secret should be imparted to 
them if any one has mastered it.

ance of the scheme to defraud the Uni- 
ted States the defendants placed letters 
in the mails and it is also based on sec- 
tion 37. 


The final count charges a scheme to 
defraud the gamblers and saloonkeepers 
of Terre Haute and in fm-therance of 
this scheme a letter was placed in the 
mails. 
The count is basai on section 
215 of the penal laws of 
the United 
States. 


Beginning the Inrestigation. 


The federal grand jury b ^ n its in- 
vestigation under the distri^ attorney 
about two weeks after the election of 
November 3, 1914, and returned the in- 
dictment on Dec, 24, naming 126 naen. 
United States Marshal Mark Storen and 
his deputies began making the arrests 
Christmas night and took into custody 
116 of the men indicted. 
The remaining 
ten have not been apprehended. 
Eighty 
of the men arrested pleaded giiilty on 
Jan. 12, 1916, which was arraignment 
day, eight more had entered the same 
plea before the trial was begim and an- 
other when the trial was almost over 
pleaded guilty.

The blow Jerked the Jaw out of position as Illustrated by the dotted line and the hinge at "A, 
the superior cervical, a principal nerve center^^took the force of the blow. The shock paralyzed the nerves back of the ear 
and brought on unconsciousness. 
"B" Indicates the middle cervical and "C" the Inferior cervical, other nerve centers that 
were affected to make the knockout complete.

Jess Willard's terrific right hand smash 
that laid a champion cold was the good 
old fashioned wallop to the jaw—a blow 
that paralyzes the nerves back of the 
head and brings on unconacjousness. 


Willard led with a left to Johnson's 
jaw, then followed with the powerful right 
that caught Jack on the point of the 
jaw and sent him senseless. 
The first 
punch undoubtedly destroyed the tense- 
ness of the muscles of the jaw and tore 
apart Johnson's clenched teeth, leaving 
his jaw loose and In easy position for a 
knockout. 


Next to the solar plexus punch the blow 
on the jaw Is the most sure Ifpookout, the 
one best bet of modern day pugilists, 
A 


blow at this point, if skillfully delivered 
under proper conditions, will result in a 
knockout in absolutely every case. 


The cause of . the knockout by a wallop 
•on the jaw Is temporary paralysis of the 
plexus, or nerve center, lying under the 
ear and behind the angle of the jaw. 


This center is called the superior cervi- 
cal ganglion and Is closely attached to 
two other nerve centers, the middle cer- 
vical and the Inferior cervical. 


The principal reason why most 
cham- 
pions have massive jaws Is because only 
those who have been able to keep the 
teeth set so firmly that blows upon the 
chin and jaw could not loosen their grip 
could hope to reach the top of the di- 
vision. 


A straight blow upon the end of a firmly 


set chin will seldom do any damage to 
the cervical, but if the jaw be loose or 
hanging, or if the teeth be not firmly 
gripped, especially if the punch be given 
not directly and glances to one side, then 
the blow will drive back one end of the 
lower Jaw bones 
against the 
cervical 
nerve center« and In four cases out of 
five there is a knockout. 


The same result Is attained by a blow 
landed at the angle of the jaw. 
This is 
the under the ear blow of the old-tlrae 
pugilists. 
. A favorite plan of boxers Is to hammer 
an opponent over the kidneys, the liver 
or the heart until from fatigue or ludden 
shock he drops his jaw. 
Then one little 
glancing blow landing on the end of hit 
chin scores a knockout.

Dressed In a neat street gown of gray, 
Ifrs. Willard was the guest of an after- 
noon newspaper. She had a seat beside 
the telegraph operator so she could read 
•very word as M was ticked over the 
Wires. 


Only three times during the fight did 
Mrs. Willard utter a sound. In the fourth 
round, when Johnson landed a hard bt^y 
blow, Mrs. Willard quietly remarked: "I 
don't care for those blows if he only 
doesn't get h}t In the face." 


In the fifteenth, with the tide of battle 
apparently going a ^ n s t 
her husband. 
Mrs. Willard »aid: "I think he's all right. 
Perhaps he Is tiring Johnson oUt." 


From this time on to the beginning of 
the twenty-third round, when the battle 
suddenly changed In her huffband'a favor, 
Mrs. Willard's face betrayed no emotion 
whatever, but her features were tense 
and it was plainly seen she was undei^co- 
ing a severe nervous strain.'

came, she quietly remarked, "I knew It.".

John Kennedy, of the McClotid Rivei 
road, in California, has solved the prob- 
lem 
of 
]»revonting trains 
from being 
stalled by caterpillars which a t times 
covpr the rails and form a mass tiirough 
whicli ongiiioR are unable to break. Cat- 
erpilhtrs were, unusually plentiful last 
year, .seriously menacing the operation 
of the ,]\IcCloud River road. 
Locomo- 
tives conld nut inak»» tractioiv because 
of the millions of Avriggling crawlers 
that. iloggp<l the rails, forming a slimy 
mass as the engine passed over them. 
Master ^Mechanic John Kenneily devised 
a system of forcing live steam from 
the 
locomotive boiler upoif * the rails 
ahead of the cowcatcher. 
The heat kill- 
ed the insects, while the force of the 
jet 
throw 
their bodies 
off the 
track 
without crushing them. 
Tn this manner 
the problem was solved with slight ex- 
pense, as Mr. Kennedy's invention was 
of extreme simplicity. 
It consists of 
a couple of email tubes extending from 
the boiler to the front of the locomo- 
tive and terminating a few inches above 
each rail. 
The engineer controls 
the 
«team outlet with a simple device. Aft- 
er using this invention for a short pe-

as fast as facilities offer; the principals 
are Impatiently waiting to bo off and the 
great fight Is rapidly becoming past his- 
tory to the city where it was held.

one best bet of modern day pugilists. A 


on tho jaw is temporary paralysis of the 
plexus, or. nerve center, lying under the 
ear and, behind the angle of the jaw. 


This'center is called the superior cervi- 


cal ganglion and la closely attached to 
two other nerve centers, the middle cer- 
vical and the inferior cervical. 


The principal reason why most cham- 


pions have massive jaw« Is because only 
thoso -who have been ablo to keep the 
teeth set so firmly that blows upon.the 
chin and jaw could not loosen their grip 
could hope to reach the top of the di- 
vision. 


A straight blow upon the end of a firmly 


set chin will seldom do any damage to 
the cervical, but if the jaw be-loose or 
hanging, or If the teeth be not-firmly 
gripped, especially If tho punch be given 
not directly and glances to one side, then 
the blow -will drive back one end of the 
lower jaw bones against the 
cervical 


nerve centers and In four cases out of 
five . there Is a knockout. 


The same result Is attained by a blow 


landed at the angle of the Jaw. This la 
the under the ear blow of the old-tlmo 
pugilists. 


A favorite plan of borers Is to hammer 


an opponent over the kidneys, the liver 
or the heart until from fatigue or sudden 
shock he drops his jaw. Then one little 
glancing blow landing on the end of his 
chin scores a knockout.
